Well-colored fruit 
usually keeps best, but it should not 
jbe allewed to remain on the tree so | 
jlong for the sake of coler that it 
suffers in firmness. Wor cold stor- 
age, fruit should not be so ripe or 
highly colored as is best for ordin- 
ary storage. Greenings are said to 
hold best in cold storage when the 
bloom will rub off, leaving the skin} 
smooth and shiny, and the same rule 
applies less markedly to Baldwins. 

Methods of harvesting, packing and 
‘handling in transportation have the

ity. Handlers of apples sometimes | 
roll barrels of fruit, allowing them | 
to strike against other barrels.

RULES FOR PRUNING. 


Perhaps the most important thing 
is to observe the manner in which 
the fruit is borne. For instance, an 
apple or pear tree bears its fruit 
‘mostly on fruit spurs, and so would 
not be pruned in the same way as a 
peach, Which bears its fruit only 
on the last season’s growth, A 
quince tree, which produces its fruit 
on the tips of the growth made the 
present season, would naturally be 


pruned different from cither an ap- 
ple or peach tree. Likewise the cor- 
rect pruning of grapes is based on 


i the fact that the shoots of the pre-) 
sent season produce this year's crop. 
The same principle in pruning holds 
jtrue throughout the whole list of 
fruits—that is, the manner in which 
the fruit is borne governs the man- 
iner of pruning. 

In a general way it may be said 
in regard to the fruit that all dead) 
branches should be removed and the 
tops of the trees be kopt sufligiently 
open to admit an abundance of sun- 
ht for the coloring of the fruit. 
Reasonably open tops are also of 
great advantage in spraying the 
trees and in harvesting the fruit. 
The natural habit of the tree should 
' suggest ‘the form to be adopted by 
the pruner. In other words, a treo 
‘the branches of which naturally 
droop and a tree with a strong ten- 
| doncy toward forming an upright 
‘head, cannot readily be made to as- 
sume a decidedly spreading form, Of 
}course natural tendencies can 
}be influenced in a measure by the 
manner of pruning, but they cannot 
be entirely overcome.

The aim of intelligent 
dairymen, in Canada as well as in 
Denmark, is to produce the largest 
amount of first-class milk, butter or 
cost.

‘The first of those co-operative test- 
ing associations was formed in 1895. 
ach society is composed of a limit- 
ed number of farmers, about twelve 
or fifteen, who agree to have careful , 
tests of their cows made at frequent 
intervals during the whole milking 
period by a compotent man hired 
for the purpose. Fairly accurate re- 
cords are thus obtained, not only of 
the yield of milk and butter fat, 
but of the amount, kind and _ cost 
of the feed consumed. The informa- 


tion thus sccured has proved re- 
markably effective in inducing the 
‘Danes to adopt better methods of 


breeding, feeding and 
CULLING DAIRY COWS, 


In 1895, when the first testing as- 
sociation was formed, the value of 
the butter exportod from Denmark 
was $19,000,000, In 1901, when 
over three hundred of these associa- 
tions were scattered over that coun- 
try, the valuc of the butter exports 
amounted to $29,000,000, an in- 
crease of over fifty por cent. in six 
years. It is generally agreed that 
tho greater part of this enormous 
increuse was due to the work of the 
testing associations in weeding out 
the poor cows. Not only was the 
Average production of the milking 
cows largely increased, but so much 
additional skill in feeding was ac- 
quired that the cost of feed necessary 
to produce a pound of butter is now 
estimated to be less than two- 
thirds of what it was when the first 
co-operative association started 
operations in 1895. 

Canadian dairymen who are look- 
ing for dividends on their 
ments should consider these figures. 
The reports of the testing societies 
showed that the cost of keeping these 
yearly records was from forty to 
sixty cents per cow, while the  in- 
creased rvoturns per cow, as a re 


sult of five years’ testing, wero from

It 
is only a short step from the co- 
operative factory to the co-oporative 
testing assoctution, and it would 
seem that methods which havo 
proved of such marked benefit in 
Denmark could not much longer re- 
main unheeded 

IN THIS COUNTRY. 

In overy dairy community there is 
nt least one particularly intelligent 
and progressive man, 
havo little trouble in inducing twen- 
ty or thirty of his neighbors to join 
him in an onterprise that has proved

But the Russian Emperor is in a 
difforent class. In tho Imperial bud- 
fet the allowance for his household is 
figured at the meagre rate of about 
£8,000,000 a year, but that is merely 
tho beginning of his resources. He 
owns a great part of Russian as his 
private proporty—mines, forests, and 
illimitablo stretches of arable lands, 
In European Russia alone the strictly 
‘private domains of the Inperial 
family are as large as Indiana. Tho 
State owns twenty timos as much 
more, and tho Czar is the State. In 
Siberia the Tmperial resources are 
still more opulent, most of the rich 
mines of gold, platinum, and precious 
stones are worked for the benefit of 
tho Czar and his family. 

But beyond all this, the Emporor is 
the absolute master of the National 
treasury and all its varied sources 
of income. In England the King 
tal’s in his speoc of “my army,”’ 
|‘‘iny navy,” and “my exchequer,” but 
all this is untorstood to bo a legal 
fiction. Yverything is regulated by 
Parliament, ond the King cannot 
itouch a ponny that is not appropri- 
ated to this uso. But in Russia the 
Czar can speak of “my army,” and 
“my navy’’ in literal fact. He could 
disband tho wholo outfit if he chose, 
and pocket the money saved by the 
operation. is elvil list is simply tho 
amount that he sees fit to dip out 
of the treasury.

PRIGHTPNING OF HAWKS, 


A great obstacle, and one which at 
first was considered fatal to the 
formation 6f a reliable service of 
messengers, has melted away. The 
natural enemy of the pigeon, the 
hawk, has made havoc among the 
Chinese pigeons, and the remedy 
adopted in that country of scaring 
off these birds of prey by attaching 
a light bamboo whistle to the pig- 
eon’s tail feathers was not within 
the bounds of consideration from «a 
mmilitary point of view. The — shrill 
sound made by these whistles as tho 
birds darted through the air in their 
efforts to escape capture would have 
been fatal to their use. The reme- 
dy came with the adoption of the 
Wnglish racing pigeon, This bird, 
being built on more speedy lines, 
was found to outdistance the hawk 
in a stern chase, and unless the lat- 
ter was in the upper reaches of the 
air, and was thus enabled to swoop 
down on its prey, its terror no long- 
er existed.

CZAR AND HIS MONEY. 


Emperor of Russia is the Richest 
Man in the World. 


The fact that the Czar hns just 
made a little contribution of $100,- 
000,000 from his private purse to 
the Russian war fund reminds us that 
Mr. Rocxefeller is not the only rich 
aman in tie world. There are a fow 
others, and there is hardly » doubt 
that the Russian monarch overtops 
the Standard Qil emycror, not only 
as the frst of autocrats, but as the 
first of jutocrats. 

Most royalties are very small pota- 
toes finoncially, compared with any 
one of several American millionaires, 
says tho Philadelphia Post. Mr. 
Rockefeller could put all the sover- 
eigns of Burope, except the Czar, on 
bis pay voll at their present wages, 
without depriving himself of a single 
bowl of crackors and milk or over 
Jacking a quarter to drop into the 
contribution box on Sunday. He 
could pay tho salary of King Wd- 
ward or of tho Kaiser for a yoar out 
of a month's income, and have some- 
thing loft fo. car fare. 

But the Russian Emperor is in a 
different class, In the Imperial bud- 
get tho allowance for his household is 
figured at the meagre rate of about 
$8,000,000 q year, but that is merely 
the beginning of his resources. He 
owns a @rent part of Russian as his 
pri ato proporty—minos, forests, and 
iNimitable stretches of avablo lands. 
In European Russia alono the strictly 
private domains of tho Tinperial 
family are as large as Indiana. The 
Stato owns twenty times as much 
moro, and the Czar is the State, tn 
Siberia tho Tmperioal pesources aro 
still more opulent, most of the rich 
mines of gold, platinum, and precious 
stones are worked Tor the benefit of 
the Czar and his farnily.

A Celebrated Case ! 


Local Controversy. 
‘A case tried in the Division Court 
in Madoc in May last, between mem- 
bers of the O'Flynn Bank and Mr, J. 
R. Orr, created considerable local in- 
terest at the time, inyolving as it did 
some nice legal questions on the mat- 
ter of “compounding” interest, and 
the right of bankers to expropriate 
eertain monies to their own use de- 
posited for another purpose, and said 
bankers refusing to honor cheques 
against a regular bank account for the 
reason that they held a note against 
the depositors, etc, The defendant's 
ease was most ably argued by Mr, A. 
A. McDonald, Solicitor, and the te- 
sult was, after some week's delibera- 
tion by His Honor Judge Fraleck, a 
judgment for defendant with costs. 
Mr. P, W. O'Flynn was Solicitor for 
the plaintiffs, the O'Flynn Bank, Ap- 
plication was made for a new trial, 
and in retusing the same His Honor 
gives the following written judgment, 
which we think will be of interest to 
the public :— 


Sixth Division Court, 
County of Hastings, 


O'FLYNN VS, ORR: 


Tn this case judgment was giyen for’ 
the defendant with costs, and the 
plaintiffs move for a new trial, The 

laintiffs sue for $136.64 on general 

ank account and an account for rent. 
Tt is plain from the plaintiffs own 
showing that about $94 is made up of 
interest on oyerdrawn account, which 
interest both Mr, Fred. O'Flynn (a 
member of the plaintiffs firm) and 
late Clerk Dafoe state was made up 
of compound interest computed 
monthly at 7 per cent. 

Now,$1 let out for 100 years at 8 per 
cent., compounded annually, will 
amonnt to fop03. At 7 per cent. it 
would be somewhat less. The bank 
Account in question extended oyer a 
number of years; that is, the over- 
drawn account has been compounded 
at 7 per cent. twelye times a year for 
Several years, I think this should be 

~  4isallowed on the grounds of public 
policy if upon no other, 

But compound interest cannot be re- 
Covered unless under an express or im- 
plied agreement. There is nothing to 
show in the defendant's bank book that 
the interest was compounded, The de- 
fendant emphatically Swears that he 
meyer agreed to pay compound inter- 
est, and was made aware that the 
Plaintiffs were charging only at the 
cominencement of this suit. I must, 
therefore, find against the plaintiffs 
contention on this branch of the case. 

As to the second branch of the case, 
—the defendant claims that he should 
be credited with a cheque of $67, de- 
posited 30th March, 1903, and that 
amount, together with $5 for adyer- 
tising, places the plaintiffs in his debt, 

Vhe circumstances of the $67 cheque 
are as follows:—There was an Agri- 
cultural Association for the Village of 
Madoc. The funds of the Association 
ran behind and the defendant Orr 
claimed payment of a printing bill of 
about $100; The account, however, 
was reduced to $67. This was, it was 
le deeigd about the only indebtedness 
of the Association, 

After a good deal of negotiation and 
_ the lapse of some time, the directors 
of the Association suggested to de- 
fendant Orr that he approach the Vil- 
ese Eanes fora grant to the said 

Ssociation asa way to get pa 
of his account. peer eo en 

Orr did apply to the members of the 
Council and was so far encoura zed 
that he drew upa petition (marked 
exhibit *D”) and obtained the signa- 
tures of a large number of the luore 
important ratepayers in the village, 
and amongst others, appears the 
signatures of the plaintitts—two of 
whom sign individually and another 
pematare is in the firm's name, 

_ it was generally understood at the 
time that the defendant had applied 
to the council and that his account 
was to be paid out of the Municipal 
grant. Ido not think that now the 
plaintiffs can be heard to say that 
they or some of them were not aware 
of the object of the petition. Mr, 
Orr was not acting the part of a 
philanthropist in what he did and he 
was notin any way connected with 
the association except as a creditor, 

The petition was duly presented to 
the council and a grant of $100 was 
made. [ think it has heen clearly 
established that the grant was made 
at the instance of the defendant and 
—_ = shiefly for the purpose of paying off 
4 bis claim, 

In pursuance of the 
Mr. O'Hara, the clerk, made out a 
cheque tor the $100 and handed the 

~ Sanie to Mr. J, W. Blair, treasurer of 
the association, and, Blair, at the 
same time handed a cheque of $67 
to the defendant, Both Blair and the 
defendant proceeded to the plaintiff's 
bank together and both cheques were

much conflict in the evidence, but Mr. 
Fred O'Flynn, one of the firin, states 
he was not in the bank at the time of 
the transaction, but came in a short 
time after and finding the $67 cheque 
charged to the associntion and pliced 
to the credit of the defendant, he 
repudiated the transaction, cancelled 
the entries in the books and returned 
the cheque to the defendant, alleging 
that the bank held a note against the 
directors of the association for $200 
which had been given some four 
years before. 

” This witness states that the cheque 
was returned not marked ™ paid,” 
Now, the defendant states that one of 
the Mr, O’Plynns offered him the cash 
and that it was some weeks after the 
transaction the cheque was returned 
to him and was marked “paid.” Inthis 
he is supported by Mr, Frank E, 
O'Flynn, a brother of the former 
witness and a practicing Barrister in 
Belleville, He states that Mr. Orr 
handed him the cheque and that he is 
sure that the cheque was marked paid. 
I am of the opinion that the cancelling 
of the entries in the bank books and 
return of the cheque was an after- 
thought. That the matter might per- 
haps have been suggested by some of 
the PARTIES LIABLE ON THE NOTE IN 


ORDER TO RELIEVE THE LVES OF 
so MUCH LIABILITY, as several 


of the names on the $200 note are 
of men of undoubted responsibility. 
In this connection it will be interest- 
ing to note how the balance of that 
note was paid which will be shown 
immediately hereafter. 

It appears the note of $200 was 
given on the 4th of Noyember, 1889, 
to enable the directors to pay off some 
prize money at an exhibition held by 
the association about that time, ad 

On the Ath of November, 1895, 
more than six years after the making 
of the note, in order to protect them- 
selves against the 367 cheque deposit- 
ed by the defendant, the plaintiffs 
procure a memorandum signed by 
Messrs, A. F. Wood, Thomas Cross, 
and Arthur Coe, The two former 
hames were on the $200 note and Mr. 
Arthur Coe being executor for the 
late Wm, Coe, who was also one of 
the makers, 

After reciting the making of the 
note and the purpose for which it was 
ziven the memorandum goes on to 
state as follows :— ‘ 

“Certain sums were paid into said 
parties on account of said exhibition 
and applied on said note by said 
O'Flynn & Sons, and amongst the 
rest a cheque made by one J. W. 
Blair, Secretary of the said exhibition. 
in fayor of an account held hy one| 
John R. Ore.” We agree to hold 
the said O'Flynn & Sons free 
from harm or cost from the applica- 
tion of said cheque on account of said 
note. It being understood that 
said note and interest is now paid in 
full by the sums aboye named.” 

The sums nbove named were the 
$89.03 concert money and the $100 
Blair cheqne—making $139,083 in all, 

Tt will be noted that the plaintiffs 
torego the balance of the $200 note 
amounting to $69.99 pr 
about $65 interest as 
for securing this Memorandum of 
Indemnity againt the Orr cheque from 
some of the makers of that note, and 
who are men of undoubted responsibil- 
ity. It seems to me that the plaintiffs 
as late as the date procuring the 
memorandum considered their claim 
as to the $67 cheque to be question- 
able. And taking all the circum- 
stances under which the $100 grant 
was obtained and what followed into 
consideration, it is a question whether 
or nota trust in the council grant to 
the amount of $67 was raised in favor 
of the defendant. 1am of the opinion 
the defendant having the right to 
apply the cheque to his bank account 
the original credit was right and 
proper and therefore could not be re- 
voked by Mr. Fred O'Flynn or by 
any other of his firm, 

Something has been argued as to 
the legal status of Blair. Mr. Wood, 
one ot the directors, states that Mr. 
Blair had the right to receive moneys 
for the association and pay off debts, 
at all events, he was the agent to re- 
ceive the $100 froin Mr.O’Hara and pay 
Orr his $67, le.ving the balance te the 
credit of the association in the 
plaintiff's bank. 

Tcan find nu reason for changing 
my judgmont in this matter and 
therefore dismiss this application for a 
new trial,

CURING HAMS AND BACON. 


These are the days when *butcher- 
ing’’ has to be done and the house-

It is-a disagree- 
able, greasy duty, and everybody is 
thankful when it is done. 

Many recipes for pickle for beef ar 

pork are sod year after year 
gome families, giving good satisfac- 
tion every time. Here is an old Vir- 
ginia method, of widespread use, 
which attests to its value; Por cur- 
{ng four hams, averaging 12 pounds 
each, have ready one and a half 
gallons of best salt, one pound of 
good brown sugar, 
of powdered saltpeter, one ounce of 
black pepper and one-half ounce of 
cayenne. Cut the joints into proper, 
shapes, Without unnecessary bone and) 
fat, and lay them on a board or 
table. First rub the skin well with 
salt and lay each joint aside, then) 
begin over again, and into the fleshy | 
side of each ham rub two teaspoorr 
fuls of saltpeter and a tablespoonful 
of brown sugar mixed together. Rub 
the pepper, particularly, about the 
hock and under the bone and give to; 
the whole ham a good application of 
Salt. Now pack the hams, one upon 
another, the skin side downward, 
with a layer of salt between, into a 
tub or box the bottom of which has 
been covered with salt. The process 
of salting will be complete in five 
weeks. 

At the end of that time have ready 
about a peck of hickory ashes; clean 
the hams with a brush or dry cloth 
and rub them with the ashes. To 
smoke the hams the joints should be 
hung from joists beneath the ceiling) 
and a slow, smothered fire kept up| 
for five or six weeks, so as to smoke 
thoroughly, but not overheat the 
hams, Wrap each ham in heavy 
paper, and enclose it in a canvas or 
coarse cotton bag, and hang in a 
céol,. dry place. 

Many like a pickle containing mo- 
lasses or sugar. Make as follows:—| 
To four quarts of fine salt and two 
ounces of pulverized saltpeter add 
enough molasses to make a paste. 
Hang the hams in a cool dry place 
for three or four fays after cutting 
up; then cover with the pickle mix- 
ture; thickest on the flesh side, and} 
lay them skin side down for three or 
four days. For 100 pounds of ham 
make brine in the following propor- 
tions: Seven pounds coarse salt; two 
ounces saltpeter; one-half ounce pear- 
lash; four gallons soft water. Heat 
gradually, removing all scum as it 
rises, then cool. Pack the hams in a 
barrel, pour the brine over them, 
‘and keep in pickle five to eight weeks 
according to size. 

Another recipe which omits the 
rubbing requires, for 100 pounds of 
pork take 10 pounds of salt, two 
and a quarter pounds of brown su-| 
gar, two ounces of pepper, two!

To take grease out of dress goods, 
get from your druggist a piece of 
Irench chalk—with a penknife scrape 
off enough of fine dust to cover well 
| the soiled spots, and lay the  gar- 
ments carefully away for.some hours 
—a day or two, perhaps—then shake 
or brush it off gently. If the spots 
are not entirely removed repeat the 
process. We know of nothing more 
effective. 

In fall and winter a housework- 
er often has great difficulty in keep- 
ing her hands soft and white. Un- 
less some soothing lotion is used, 
they will surely become chapped, es- 
pecially if one does any heavy house- 
work, ‘A good lotion is made of 
two parts of rosewater, two parts of 
glycerine and one part of citric acid, 
This rule has been used for years by 
a woman whose hands are always 
soft _and white, though she has 
charge of a large farm and does a 
great deal of kitchen work, But 
for this mixture, which she uses 
every night, she says that her hands 
would be rough and coarse. Vase- 
line is, of course, good for chapped 
hands, but care must be taken that 
it is not rubbed on the lips, for it 
will produce superfluous hair. Cold 
cream, too, it is said, will do this, 


and should therefore be used with 
caution. 

If coffee, tea and cholate spots

months’ imprisonment for burglary 
at Highgate, says the London Ix- 
press. 

During the last three months it is 
believed that Parker committed be- 
tween thirty and forty burglaries 
within a mile of his workshop in 
York-rise, Wighgate, a small street 
near Parliament Hill-fields, . which 
adjoins the gardens belonging to 
nearly 200 houses, 

The youthful criminal—he is twen- 
ty-four years old—took the workshop 
about seven months ago. 

Waving lived in the neighborhood 


for years,. Parker was acquainted 
with many of the local police, who 
knew him only as a_ respectable 


young carpenter, 

The constables, all unsuspicious, 
used to spend an evening now and 
then with Parker, and there is little 
doubt that he profited by their con- 
fidences regarding the police meas- 
ures for catching the unknown burg- 
lar, who was raiding Mighgate. 

Parker was well known to many 


Highgate residents, and when he op-} 


ened his workshop he was called to 
do repairs in several houses, some of 
which he subsequently ‘burgled.’ 
Tis method was generally the 
simple one of using a large table- 
knife to slide back the fastening of 
window, but in some cases he went 
to the trouble of removing whole 
Craping the putty 
away. In most cases he rarely secur- 
,ed more than a few shillings in coin 
or a pair of boots, The stolen goods 
he used to sell to a ‘receiver,’ 
has not yet. been traced, ;

JAPAN. 


Rear OF RUSSIA AND 


George Keenan Says Educational- 


ly and Otherwise Japan 
Leads. 
“If the whole world had to come 
under either Russian domination or 
| Japanese domination, which 


would 
you choose?’ i 

I should cast my vote unhesitat- 
ingly in» favor of the Government 
and people of Japan rather than in 
favor of the Government and people} 
of Russia, writes Geo, Keeman, in 
the Outlook, and I should do this 
for the reason that Japan, as a 
power, is civilized and modern, while 


Russia, as a power, is semi-barbar- 
ous andmediaeval, and that among 
one of the first things that strikes 


the attentive newcomer in Japan is 
the great number of external evidenc- 
es of widely diffused education, In! 
Tokio, for example, there is a book-|} 
store on almost every block, not) 


|} only in the parts of the city inhab-! 


ited by the higher social classes, but | 
in the quarters and districts tenant- 
ed almost exclusively by poor  shop- 
keepers, artisans, and day laborers. 
Since I took up my residence in the 
capital I have ridden hundreds’ of 
miles through its universally clean 
streets, from Ueno Park to Shinag- 
awa, and from the Botanical Garden 
to the river, and T think I amgwell 
within the limit of moderation when 
I say that there are ten bookstores 
in Tokio for every one that can be 
found in St. Petersburg. 
JAPANESE SCHOOLS. 
School children of both sexes are 
quite as much in evidence at book- 
stores, and at certain hours of the! 
day one cannot ride or walk tfiree 
blocks in any part of the city with- 
out meeting boys in the visored caps| 
and girls in the maroon-colored Oc- 
cidental skirts of the Japanese stu- 
dent world; while on holidays 
processions of younger children from 
the primary schools march through 
the streets, singing as they go, on 
their way to some excursion suburb 
or picnic ground, If one had no 
other material for the formation of a 
judgment than that afforded by the 
bookstores and school schildren of 
Tokio and St. Petersburg, one would 
naturally and inevitably conclude 


that, in educational facilities, at 
least, Japan is far in afvance of 
Russia. 


MONEY FOR EDUCATION, 

But there is other and more con- 
closive material for a comparison of} 
the two countries in the matter of 
culture, Official statistics show that 
Russia has at school only 4,484,594 
pupils, or about 25 per cent. of her 
children of school age, while Japan 
has under instruction 5,351,502 pu- 
pils, or 92 per cent, of her children 
of school age. Russia, with a year- 
ly national revenue of about $2,- 
000,000,000, spends for primary ed- 
ucation something less than $12,- 
000,000, or 8 cents per capita of her 
whole population; while Japan, with 
only one-eighth of Russia’s revenue, 
spends for the same purpose nearly 
$16,000,000, or 84 cents per capita 
of her whole population. Russia's 
military expenditure bears to her 
primary school expenditure the ratio 
of nearly 18 to 1, while Japan’s dis- 
buresements for military purposes 
bear to her primary school 
expenditure the ratio of less than 4 
to 1. 

STUDIES COMPARED. 

So far as the practical utility of 
the instruction given is concerned, 
Japan is far in advance of Russia 
In Japan the course of study for 
primary schools of the first and se- 
cond grade, comprises reading, writ- 
ing, arithmetic, geography, Japaneso 
history, elementary science, draw- 
ing, singing, gymnastics, and for 
the girls, sewing. In the higher 
primary schools having a four-year 
course, manual labor and the Ing- 
lish language, may be substituted 
for eleementary science and singing 
In Russia, even the best of the prim- 
ary schools have a curriculum far 
inferior to this in practical utility, 
while more than half of them—those 
controlled by the Holy Synod—are 
devoted chiefly to religion, catechism 
and choral church singing, with 
reading and writing as mere inciden- 
tals. 

Intolerance

Even now, 
in time of war, the Orthodox MlRus- 


sian church, established in Tokio by}

RUSSIAN AUTOCRACY,

It was in view of these 
opportunities that Prof. Robertson 
Started the project four years ago 
that led up to the formation in 
June last of the Canadian Scod 
Growers’ Association, the work of 
which is conducted on a basis not 
dissimilar to that adopted by our 
live stock associations.

The officers were clean 
and well clothed, but the men were 
clad in dirty looking sheepskin 
coats and appeared to be resigned 
and glad that the end bad come.

The prisoners were treated with 
the greatest respect and kindness 
though they were regarded with 
much natural curiosity. The soldi- 
ers were given food, cigarettes and 
beer, and the correspondent of the 
Associated Press even saw Japanese 
soldiers voluntarily carrying the 
effects of the prisoners when they 
overcome by fatigue. The railway 
has been repaired and the guage 
changed almost to the city of Port 
Arthur, into which trains will enter 
in a few days. 

The telephone and telegraph 
lines have been completed to the 
city, and already Japanese engin- 
eers are surveying the destroyed 
forts of the eastern fortified ridges.

“As to this point in the trial, ovi- 
dence was given by one of the most 
remarkable medical scientists our 
nation has known, Dr. Alfred 
Swayne Taylor. Perhaps no man in 
the world had ever made so exhaus- 
tive a study of poisons and their ef- 
fects. He had sttidied with Orfila, 
Dupuytreu,, and Gay-Lussac, When 
he was twenty-three he made a jour- 
ney of 2,700 miles on foot through 
Italy, Switzerland, the ‘Tyrol, and 
Germany, in order to visit the mod- 
ical schools of Rome, Florence, Bol- 
ogna, Milan, Heidelberg, Leyden, 
Amsterdam, and Brussels. 

Taylor was the terror of barristers 
defending prisoners guilty of poison- 
ing. He now declared that the 
symptoms observed in Mrs. Soames’s 
case were quite incompatible with 
the idea that the death was a na- 
tural one. 

“A poison that would produce all 
the symptoms remarked would be 
colchicum,’’ he said, 

The medical man who had attended 
Mrs. Soames remembered that a 
young man named Dixon, who had 
lodged in the same house, and with 
whom Wilson had been on most 
friendly terms, had died four months 
previously to Mrs, Soanies. The 
doctor had had some conversation 
with Catherine Wilson, who, as us- 
ual, was playing the part of the 
devoted nurse, and she had tofd him 
that Dixon was taking colchicum, 
“Tt is a most dangerous medi- 
cine,’’ remarked the doctor.

HOUSES YOU CAN PUSH OVEK. 
A Japanese house, indeed, is one 
of the things that strike the first | 
note of humor in a forcigner’s fancy 
and a simple specimen will consist 
of one room, formed of a low roof 
and four supports, the floor being 
covered with matting, and devoid 
of furniture, as we know the term, 


so that to walk about one would 
have to do so in stlockinged fect,

It is barely safe to Wan against 
one of these small residences, or 
you might bring the whole structure 
about your ears; but they are much 
in use by the poorer classes.

BRITISH DRUNKENNESS. 
1,000 Habituals Committed Under 
the Inebriates Act. 


Much astonishing material on the 
subject of drunkenness is to be 
found in the anrmal report made to 
the Home Office by Mr. R. Welsh 
Branthwaite on the efforts which are 
being made to reclaim the ‘‘habi- 
tual,’’ says the London Express. 

Mr. Branthwaite is the inspector 
under the Inebriates Act, which 
came into force in January, 1899, 


drunkards who have been magister- 
'ially committed to special reforma- 
tories under the provisiors of that 
statute. ' 
They total more than 1,000 of 
the worst drunkards in the  king- 
dom, and the annual number under 
detention is cohtinually growing. 
The first year yielded cighty-cight—

486 in 1901 1,012 in 1903 
And the most mournful ‘fact in 
the roport is that it is women,

It is high time that both the pub- 
lic and the profession shook off their 
pessimism, As a justification for 
this optimism, Mr. Robson quoted 
some remarkable statistics of sucess- 
ful operation. Out of 62 private op- 
erations of his own for cancer of the 
breast, one patient had lived twelve: 
years, two had lived nine years,! 
three six anda half years, and 
others for a shorter time. Out of 
175 operations performed by  ar- 
other surgeon 108 had remained free 
from local recurrence, and, lastly, 
there was the instance of Dr. Cul- 
lingworth, who had had repeated 
operations during six years, and then 
lived 42 years in perfect health, 

In cancer of the larynx fifteen per- 
manent cures had been effected, out 
of eighteen patients, and in forty 
cases of cancer, of the intestines, only 
six had died.

Probably Berber will never 
be the river port through which the 
products of the upper Soudan will 
be carried to the sea, for it has 
never recovered from its three days’ 
bombardment by Anglo-Kgyptian 
cannon, But the mouth of the At- 
bara, where a steel bridge crosses it, 
will be the collecting centre for the 
exports of the Saudan; and the Nile, 
linked with the Red Sea, will be- 
come its commercial affluent. 

Even the slow and costly caravan 
transport has been of the greatest 
}importance to the Egyptian Soudan. 
Before the Mahdist War from 20,000 
to 80,000 camels annually crossed 
between Berber and Suakim; but 
only the most valuable products 
could bear the cost of camel trans- 
portation.

ROAD A NECESSITY. 


The road is a necessity because the 
long rail and water route down the 
Nile to the Mediterranean is very 
costly. There seems to be no pros- 
pect of cheap freights by this route, 
for the locomotives on the long des- 
sert railroad up the Nile are fired 
coal that costs $10 a ton at 
Wady Halfa, the starting point of 
the road. ‘The distance from Khar- 
toum down the Nile to Alexandria 
on the Moditerrancan is 1,300 miles 
of railroad and 200 of water. When 
this new railro@d across the south- 
ern part of the Nubian dessert 1s 
completed, Khartoum wil) be separ- 
ated from the sea by only 470 miles 
of steam routes. Sea freights will 
rule for the remainder of the journ- 
ney to the great northern markets, 
and the port of the Soudan will be 
the best harbor on the Red Sea 
coast, é 

The day when the road is finished 
will be worth celobrating in tho 
eastern Soudan, for it will mark 
the second vital ovent essential to 
its progress. Release from the shac- 
kles of prohibitive freight rates will 
havo followed the Soudan’s escape 
from the bondage of Mahdism.

DURYBA’S STRANGE CASE. 

The story of Duryea’s progress is 
remarkable. In 1899, while swim- 
ming with companions at the Casino 
Pier, Oyster Bay, N.J., he dived oll 
and struck an obstruction a few feet 
beneath the surfaco of the water, 
He became urconscious, and Was 
barely rescued from drowning. The 
physician who was called, realizing 
that Duryea’s neck had been broken, 
‘and that complete paralysis would 
the best surgical aid were 
not obtained immediately, had the 
still unconscious patient hurried to 
New York.

Norway’s Sensible Law — married 
Men Have a Double Vote 
in Belgium. 


The Bill which is before the British 
Parliamont for the prevention of 
juvenile smoking cannot well be con- 
sidered severe in its proposals by 
those who are familiar with similar 
legislation in other countries. 

In Arkansas, for instance, so se 
verely is smoking frowned upon by 
the law that the penalty for selling 
cigarettes even to an adult cannot 
be Jess than $500, and may be as 
much as $5,000; while similar fines 
hang over the head of a man who in 
an oblivious moment offers a cigar- 
etto to a friend. In Norway the 
sale of tobacco in any form to boys 
under sixteen is absolutely forbidden 
under heavy penalties; and the 
stranger who offers a cigarette toa 
boy, and the boy who accepts _ it, 
are equally liable to punishment. 
In Heligoland no boy under the 
age of sixteen may enter a _ public- 
house for any purpose whatever; and 
in the City of Roanoke, in Virginia,

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GOOD BFFECT OF LIME. 


We often hear the question asked, 


in the 70’s he will say that it 
Given up first, because of the rise in 
price, which made its use almost | 
prohibitive, and, second, because tho!

As a result very lit- 
tle has been sown of late, or we are 
getting ‘‘out of the habit,’’ as it is 
sometimes expressed. We have had 
many discussions of the effect of land 
plaster on the crops and upon the} 
soil but the following explantion of | 
the effect of plaster or lime on or- | 
ganic nitrogen by Dr. H, W. Wiley, 
| chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, U. 
Department of Agriculture, will. 
throw some light. on the action of} 
| lime on our soils and perhaps lead | 
us to return to the old practice of | 
soWing lime and ‘‘plaster.’’ Jn his 
;address Dr, Wiley said in part:— 
“Lime is one of the thir most 
lacking in farming to-day. You can 
hardly detect a trace of lime in some 
of our soils and yet in order for the 
soil to be properly fertile to  pro- 
duce the proper results it should al-} 
Ways have an excess of lime in it, | 
not because lime such an essential ; 
constituent of the plant, but because 
of its effect upon other constituents 
of the soil, and upon the nature of 
the soil itself. Organic nitrogen, like 
dried blood, tankage and cottonseed 
meal is a splendid nitrogenous ferti- 
liver, but it must be first converted 
| into nitric acid. Then the acid form- 
lod retards the development and 
|growth of bacteria. The moment 
these organisms ‘begin to convort 
cottonseed meal into nitric acid they 
begin to make the soil acid amd tend 
to hinder their own work and will 
stop it altogether in a short time 
} unless there is something to take 
| charge of that acid. 
| «here is nothing so good for that 
as lime. Whenover there is plenty 
| of lime to combine with the nitric 
acid and form nitrate of lime, nitri- 
| fication will go on with the greatest 
vigor, and the plants will have an 
abundant supply of nitrogen in the 
foods; but the very moment that 
lime is deficient then nitrification 
goes on Wilh diminished speed and 
finally stops altogether. This is ono 
of the essential reasons for the use- 
| fulness of lime. 
| You may wonder why the lands 
in England that have been under 
cultivation for so many hundreds of 
years are still so fertile, and you 
wonder why they do not grow acid, 
and why the hacterial organisms do 
not cease to work. ‘The reason 15 
that a great part of Pngland is 
chalk. At the grounds of the great 
agricultural station in Ingland you 
can pick up lumps of chalks all 
through the soil and if you pour a 
little acid on the soil it effervesces 
like water from a soda fountain. 
“Now there is a soil which you 
can manure with barnyard manure 
for an indefinite time and still you 
will never make it acid and ? have 
nitrification go on with vigor.”’

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IRELAND CAN GROW TOBACCG 
An Initial Experiment Produces 
Surprising Results. 


A new era appears to have opened 
for Ireland. Not only will she be a 
manufacturer of tobacco, but she 
appears likely to be able to growa 
good leaf of her own, 

From the lands of Col. Nugent Bv- 
erard, in Randalstown, County 
Meath, twenty ucres of tobacco have 
been harvested, and Professor J. N. 
Harper, of Kentucky University, tho 
American tobacco expert, describes 
it as ‘‘a tobacco crop of the highest 
quality, quite equal to that in Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky,’’ Professor Har- 
Per also pronounces the Irish climate 
to be almost perfectly suited for to- 
bacco culture. 

Col Everard has been supported by 
the Irish Department of Agriculture 
and his is the first experiment in 
producing a tobacco crop in Ireland 
on a commercial and practical scale. 
The Department of Agriculture 
agreed to assist anyone who would 
experiment with tobacco culture to 
the extent of ten acres by bearing 
the cost of the drying and curing 
plant. Col. Everard agreed to lay 
down twenty acres. The best pro- 
curable seed was brought from  Vir- 
ginia, and planted early. in the 
spring, and since Scktember the pro- 
cess of curing, sorting and drying 
has given employment to a number 
of local hands. 

The twenty acres have yielded 
about 14,000 pounds weight of leaf. 
This is a remarkable result for what 
is practically an initial experiment; 
it is estimated, however, that the av- 
erage yield per acre will be about 
1,000 pounds of tobacco. Dublin 
manufacturers and experts have valu-

The navy League Journal for 
cember tells of some good shooting 
by a British battleship, the Gacsar, 
flagship of Admiral Lord Charles 
Beresford of the Mediterranean ficet, 
‘The Caesar carries four 12-inch guns 
and twelve 6-inch, : 

The performance of the 12-inch 
guns is not given further than that 
one gunner made six hits out of 
seven shots fired at a target 20 feet 
Square supported on a float at a 
distance approximating a mile and 
‘a hall. 

The G-inch quick-firing guns dis- 
charged 227 rounds at the same size 
target, at distances varying from a 
mile and an eighth to a mile and a 
half. Only two minutes were allow- 
ed to each gun, so that cach of the 
twelvo fired an average of nearly 19 
rounds in the two minutes. There 
were no less than 149 hits. This, 
|the Navy League Journal says, con- 
stitures a world’s record, 

Imagine a torpedo flotilla attemp- 
ting to get within effective torpedo 
range (little over half a mile) of a 
battleship whose 6-inch guns alone 
would plant 147 hits in two min- 
utes at over a mile. While the larg- 
er guns seem to have proved them- 
selves even more accurate! 

However, in considering such 
ease as that of the Sevastopol 
Port Arthur, which seems to have 
j been done for by a Japanese — tor- 
pedo attack, it is to be romembered 
that the attack was made during 
darkness, or at least in the very 
early dawn. The Navy League Jour- 
nal says that the best gun practice 
on redord at night shows only about 
8 per cent. of hits at a mile, by aid

A question much discussed by the 
advocates of the different breeds, for 
instanco Jerseys and Holsteins, is 
whether as a general rule large cows 
pay better than small ones. Ot 
course there are many things to, 
take into consideration in determin- 
ing such questions, Vhe large cow 
is almost always the heaviest feeder 
though there are exceptions. About 
the fairest method is to compute the 
cost of producing 100 pounds of 
butter fat in each case, 
Thore have been at least two fair 
tests of this problem, One was the 
Columbian Dairy test conducted at 
the world’s fair in 1893. There were 
three groups—light, medium and 
heavy. In each group was a Jersey, 
a Guernscy and a Shorthorn, those 
in the light group being very small 
for the breed and those in the} 
heavy group large. 

The table shows that the yield of
